"30-14-102.  Definitions. As used in this part, the following definitions apply:27

(1)  "Consumer" means a person who purchases or leases goods, services, real property, or information28

primarily for personal, family, or household purposes.29

(1)(2)  "Department" means the department of administration created in 2-15-1001.30
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(2)(3)  "Documentary material" means the original or a copy of any book, record, report, memorandum,1

paper, communication, tabulation, map, chart, photograph, mechanical transcription, or other tangible document2

or recording, wherever situate.3

(3)(4)  "Examination" of documentary material includes the inspection, study, or copying of documentary4

material and the taking of testimony under oath or acknowledgment in respect to any documentary material or5

copy of documentary material.6

(4)  "National advertising" means any advertising run simultaneously in five or more states and over7

which a local advertiser has no control.8

(5)  "Person" means natural persons, corporations, trusts, partnerships, incorporated or unincorporated9

associations, and any other legal entity.10

(6)  "Trade" and "commerce" mean the advertising, offering for sale, sale, or distribution of any services,11

and any property, tangible or intangible, real, personal, or mixed, and or any other article, commodity, or thing12

of value, wherever located, and includes any trade or commerce directly or indirectly affecting the people of this13

state."14

"30-14-105.  Exemptions. Nothing in this This part shall does not apply to:17

(1)  actions or transactions permitted under laws administered by the Montana public service18

commission or the state auditor acting under statutory authority of this part or the United States; or19

(2)  acts done by the of a retail merchants merchant, publisher, owner, agent, or employee of a20

newspaper, periodical, or radio or television station or advertising agency in the publication or dissemination of21

an advertisement, when the merchant, publisher, owner, agent, or employee did not have knowledge of the22

false, misleading, or deceptive character of the advertisement and did not have a direct financial interest in the23

advertised product or service;.24

"30-14-111.  Department to restrain unlawful acts. (1) Whenever the department has reason to28

believe that any a person is using, has used, or is about to knowingly use any method, act, or practice declared29

by 30-14-103 to be unlawful and that proceeding would be in the public interest, the department may bring an30
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action in the name of the state against such the person to restrain by temporary or permanent injunction or1

temporary restraining order the use of such the unlawful method, act, or practice, upon the giving of appropriate2

notice to that person.3

(2)  The notice must state generally the relief sought and be served in accordance with 30-14-115 at4

least 20 days before the hearing of the action where in which the relief to be sought is a temporary or permanent5

injunction. The notice for a temporary restraining order is governed by 27-19-315.6

(3)  The An action under this section may be brought in the district court in the county in which such a7

person resides or has his the person's principal place of business or, with consent of the parties, may be brought8

in the district court of Lewis and Clark County.9

(4)  The courts are A district court is authorized to issue temporary or permanent injunctions or10

temporary restraining orders to restrain and prevent violations of this part, and such injunctions shall be issued11

without bond, AND AN INJUNCTION MUST BE ISSUED WITHOUT BOND."12

The court may,3

in its discretion, shall, absent an honest mistake, MAY, IN ITS DISCRETION, award up to three times the actual4

damages sustained and may provide such any other equitable relief as that it considers necessary or proper.5

(1) A In addition to any fine that a person might be subject to under subsection18

(2), a person who violates the terms of an injunction or temporary restraining order issued under 30-14-111 shall19

forfeit and pay to the state a civil fine of not more than $10,000 for each violation. For the purposes of this20

section, the district court issuing an injunction or temporary restraining order retains jurisdiction and the cause21

must be continued, and in those cases, the department, acting in the name of the state, may petition for recovery22

of civil penalties.23

(2)  In an action brought under 30-14-111, if the court finds that a person is willfully using or has willfully24

used a method, act, or practice declared unlawful by 30-14-103, the department, upon petition to the court, may25

recover on behalf of the state a civil fine of not more than $1,000 $10,000 for each violation.

(1)  (a) "Article of commerce" includes but is not limited to any commodity, product, service or output of7

a service trade, or any product of the soil.8

(b)  The term does not include:9

(i) a product or service of a public utility;10

(ii) an insurance product or service; or11

(iii) a security.12

(2)  "Business" includes any person, domestic or foreign, engaged in the production, manufacture,13

distribution, purchasing, or sale of any article of commerce within the state of Montana.14

(3)  (a) "Cost", as applied to production, includes the cost of raw materials, labor, and all overhead15

expenses of the producer.16

(b)  Cost, as applied to distribution, means either the invoice price of the article or product sold or the17

cost to the dealer or vendor for replacing the article or product in the quantity last purchased within 90 days prior18

to the sale of the article or product, whichever is less, minus all trade discounts except customary cash discounts19

plus the cost of doing business by the vendor.20

(4)  "Cost of doing business" or "overhead expense" includes all costs of doing business incurred in the21

conduct of a business and includes but is not limited to the following items of expense:22

(a)  labor (including salaries of executives and officers);23

(b)  rent;24

(c)  interest on borrowed capital;25

(d)  depreciation;26

(e)  selling cost;27

(f)  maintenance of equipment;28

(g)  delivery costs;29

(h)  credit losses;30
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(i)  all types of licenses;1

(j)  taxes; and2

(k)  insurance and advertising.3

(5)  "Customary cash discount" means any allowance not exceeding 2%, whether a part of a larger4

discount or not, made to a wholesale or retail vendor when the vendor pays for merchandise within a limited or5

specified time.6

(6)  "Department" means the department of administration provided for in 2-15-1001.7

(7)  "Person" includes any person, partnership, firm, corporation, joint-stock company, or other8

association engaged in business within this state.9

(8)  "Vendor" includes not only any person acting as one known generally and legally as a vendor but10

also any person who performs work upon, renovates, alters, or improves any personal property belonging to11

another person."12

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by 10 or more persons within a particular trade or business, establish the cost survey provided for in 30-14-210.1

When petition for a cost survey has been so presented to the department, the department shall, as soon as2

possible, fix a time for a public hearing upon the question of whether the cost survey should be established and,3

if so, upon the matter of establishing such the cost survey. The hearing shall must be held at the office of the4

department and upon that notice which that the department may require by rule. However, notice of the hearing5

shall must be published for at least 2 successive weeks in the daily newspaper or newspapers as designated6

by the department may designate as the most commonly circulated in the counties to be affected by the cost7

survey. The notice shall must further state the locality or area in respect to which the cost survey is proposed8

to be established and the particular trade or business to be affected by it.9

(2)  At the time fixed in the notice any person may appear and be heard by the department upon all10

questions to be determined by it the department as provided in this section. If the department determines that11

a cost survey should be established, it shall at the same hearing proceed to classify and define the particular12

trade or business, or parts thereof of a particular trade or business, to be affected, determine and delimit the13

particular area within which the trade or business will be affected, and find and determine the probable cost of14

doing business or overhead expense, stated in percentage of invoice or replacement cost which that would15

probably be incurred by the most efficient person in the trade or business within the area.16

(3)  If the department determines that the probable cost of doing business or overhead expense stated17

in percentage of invoice or replacement cost which that would probably be incurred by the most efficient person18

in the trade or business is the same for the entire state, then the department may, upon proper notice given as19

provided in this section, create one trade area embracing the entire state.20

(4)  The percentage so determined shall must be presumed to be the actual cost of doing business and21

overhead expense of any person in the trade or business and within the area affected by the cost survey."22

(g)  Until a transcript of the record in the hearing has been filed in a district court, the department may25

at any time, upon the notice and in the manner it  considers proper, modify or set aside, in whole or in part, a26

report or an order made or issued by it under this section.27

(4)  A court reviewing  an order of the department may issue such writs as that are ancillary to its28

jurisdiction or that are necessary in its judgment to prevent injury to the public or to competitors pending the29

outcome of the suit.30

(7)  A person who violates an order of the department after it has become final  and while the order is5

in effect shall forfeit and pay to the state a penalty of not more than $1,000 $10,000 for each violation.6
